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THE  COURSE  OF  PRICES  OF  FARM  IMPLEMENTS  AND 
MACHINERY  FOR  A  SERIES  OF  YEARS. 


Nothing  has  heretofore  been  published  witn  regard  to  the  trend  of 
prices  of  agricultural  implements  and  machinery,  and  perceiving  this 
omission  from  statistical  knowledge  and  having  in  view  the  impor- 
tance of  the  subject  in  the  development  of  agricultural  industry  in  this 
country,  the  Department  recently  conducted  an  investigation  to  ascer- 
tain facts  within  such  moderate  limits  as  it  seemed  feasible  to  embrace. 

CHARACTER   OF   THE    INVESTIGATION. 

It  was  necessary  to  depend  on  the  mail  for  this  purpose  and  to  trust 
to  the  willingness  of  the  manufacturers  to  respond  in  a  form  that 
would  permit  the  tabulation  of  their  statements.  This  they  have  done 
in  a  very  satisfactory  manner;  and  a  large  portion  of  the  responses  to 
the  inquiry  of  the  Department  have  come  from  manufacturers  of 
national  and  even  world-wide  fame. 

For  reasons  that  will  be  readily  understood,  it  is  necessary  to  avoid 
revealing  the  identity  of  any  of  the  manufacturers,  and  hence  each 
establisment  is  referred  to  by  an  office  number,  even  the  name  of  the 
State  in  which  the  works  are  situated  not  being  mentioned. 

The  endeavor  was  made  to  obtain  prices  for  1860,  1880,  1890,  1895, 
and  1900  for  the  date  of  July  1,  or  as  near  thereto  as  possible.  Of 
course  most  of  the  establishments  were  not  in  existence  in  1860  and 
many  of  them  not  even  in  1880,  but  the  figures  presented  in  the  table 
contained  in  this  report  are  sufficiently  indicative  of  the  trend  of  prices. 

Manufacturers  were  requested  to  report  ' 4  cash  prices  of  agricultural 
implements  and  machines  delivered  f .  o.  b. ,  including  commissions  and 
other  allowances  to  agents,  but  not  including  discounts  for  cash  within 
thirty  days." 

Of  course  it  is  realized  that  agricultural  implements  and  machinery 
have  been  immensely  improved  since  1860,  and  in  many  cases  mate- 
rially so  since  1880,  and  even  1890,  so  that  a  comparison  of  prices  for 
these  years  with  those  of  1900  does  not  fully  represent  the  same 
implements  or  machines.  This  should  be  taken  into  account  in  con- 
nection with  whatever  information  is  published  on  the  subject. 

Many  establishments  manufacture  at  least  a  few  varieties  and  grades 
of  implements  and  machines  of  the  same  general  description  as,  for 
instance,  plows,  harvesters,  mowers,  thrashers,  harrows,  etc.     In  view 
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of  this  fact,  manufacturers  were  requested  as  follows:  "In  case  your 
establishment  manufactures  varieties  of  the  same  implement  or 
machine,  please  adopt  for  comparison  the  more  standard  one,  which 
will,  presumably,  be  the  one  of  which  }tou  make  the  most  sales." 

Manufacturers  very  generally  complied  with  this  request;  but  the 
"standard"  plows,  for  instance,  of  different  establishments  differ  in 
their  characteristics  and  in  the  cost  of  production,  and  consequently 
in  selling  price;  therefore,  in  comparing  various  establishments  with 
one  another  for  the  same  general  description  of  implement  or  machine, 
it  will  not  be  proper  to  regard  these  implements  or  machines  as  com- 
petitive unless  upon  differences  of  service. 

MAGNITUDE    OF   THE    INDUSTRY. 

The  manufacture  of  agricultural  implements  and  machinery  has 
grown  to  enormous  proportions  in  this  country,  and  has  been  devel- 
oped here  in  the  investment  of  capital,  in  the  employment  of  labor, 
and  especially  in  the  multiplication  of  the  varieties  and  excellencies  of 
products  far  beyond  any  point  reached  in  any  other  country.  The 
latest  available  statistics  with  regard  to  this  industry  were  obtained  in 
the  census  of  1890,  and  these  statistics  are  compared  with  those 
obtained  in  the  census  of  1880,  as  follows: 

Number  of  establishments,  1,943  in  1880,  and  910  in  1890;  capital, 
$62,109,668  in  1880,  and  $145,313,997  in  1890;  number  of  employees, 
39,580  in  1880,  and  42,544  in  1890;  wages,  $15,359,610  in  1880,  and 
$21,811,761  in  1890;  cost  of  materials,  $31,531,170  in  1880,  and 
$31,603,265  in  1890;  value  of  products,  $68,640,486  in  1880,  and 
$81,271,651  in  1890.1 

SOME  ECONOMIC  RESULTS  OF  MACHINERY. 

As  relating  to  changes  in  prices,  only  a  brief  reference  can  be  made 
to  some  of  the  more  important  results  of  the  investigation  of  hand  and 
machine  labor  and  processes  as  applied  to  agriculture,  with  a  contrast 
between  farming  as  it  was  practiced  forty  to  seventy  years  ago  and 
farming  as  it  may  now  be  carried  on  with  the  advantage  of  the  labor- 
saving  and  perfecting  implements  and  machines  of  the  present  time, 
as  well  as  with  the  implements,  materials,  and  processes  contributed 
b}^  the  chemist,  the  "book  farmer,"  and  the  more  enlightened  expe- 
rience of  the  last  half  century.2 

1If  the  reader  desires  to  pursue  this  subject  in  directions  that  are  statistical,  tech- 
nical, mechanical,  and  commercial,  as  they  existed  fifteen  or  twenty  years  ago,  he  is 
referred  to  the  Report  from  the  Consuls  of  the  United  States  No.  48,  December,  1884,  on 
Agricultural  Machinery,  and  to  the  Report  on  the  Manufactures  of  Interchangeable 
Mechanism  prepared  for  the  Tenth  Census  (1880) ,  under  the  direction  of  Prof.  W.  P. 
Trowbridge,  by  Charles  H.  Fitch,  special  agent,  and  published  in  the  volume  on 
Manufactures.

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A  very  interesting  and  striking  contrast  of  this  kind  was  given  in 
an  article1  which  appeared  in  the  Yearbook  for  1899.  It  is  repro- 
duced with  slight  revision  in  the  following  paragraphs.  The  actual 
methods,  implements,  and  results  of  the  earlier  dates  are  contrasted 
with  the  most  improved  methods  and  machines  of  the  later  dates,  and 
the  results  achieved  therewith,  under  favorable  circumstances.  In 
other  words,  the  contrast  is  between  the  actual  agriculture  of  the 
middle  of  the  century  and  the  possible  agriculture  of  the  end  of  the 
century. 

CORN    CULTIVATION   AND    HARVESTING. 

Between  1855  and  1891  the  following  changes  took  place  in  the  cul- 
tivation of  corn:  The  time  of  human  labor  required  to  produce  1  bushel 
of  corn  on  an  average  declined  from  1  hours  and  31  minutes  to  11  min- 
utes, and  the  cost  of  the  human  labor  to  produce  this  bushel  declined 
from  35f  cents  to  10|-  cents. 

In  the  earlier  years  the  plow  and  harrow  of  that  period  were  used; 
the  check  rows  were  marked  with  the  shovel  plow,  the  seed  was 
dropped  by  hand  from  a  bucket  or  pouch  carried  by  the  farmer  and 
covered  with  a  hoe;  the  cultivation  was  done  with  a  shovel  plow; 
knives  were  used  for  cutting  the  stalks  from  the  ground  by  hand; 
husking  pegs  were  worn  on  the  hand  in  husking;  the  stalks,  husks, 
and  blades  were  cut  into  fodder  with  an  old-time  machine  turned  by 
hand,  and  the  corn  was  shelled  by  hand  either  on  a  frying-pan  handle 
or  on  a  shovel  or  by  rubbing  a  cob  against  the  un shelled  ears. 

A  radical  change  had  taken  place  in  1891.  The  earth  was  loosened 
with  a  gang  plow,  and  a  disk  harrow  very  thoroughly  pulverized  it. 
A  corn  planter  drawn  by  a  horse  planted  the  corn,  and  the  top  soil 
was  pulverized  afterwards  with  a  four-section  harrow. 

When  it  came  to  harvesting  the  corn  a  self-binder  drawn  by  horses 
cut  the  stalks  and  bound  them,  and  the  shocks  of  stalks  were  then 
hauled  to  a  machine  which  removed  the  husks  from  the  ears  and  in 
the  same  process  cut  the  husks  and  the  stalks  and  the  blades  into  fod- 
der, the  power  of  the  machine  being  supplied  b}^  a  steam  engine. 

Then  came  the  shelling  of  the  corn,  which  is  one  of  the  most  striking 
instances  of  the  changes  that  have  been  wrought  by  machines.  In  this 
case,  the  machine  operated  by  steam  shelled  1  bushel  of  corn  per 
minute,  while  in  the  old  way  the  labor  of  one  man  was  required  for 
100  minutes  to  do  the  same  work. 

WHEAT    CULTIVATION   AND   HARVESTING. 

The  use  of  steam  as  a  substitute  for  horsepower  in  plowing,  in  har- 
vesting, and  in  thrashing  wheat  has  not  materially  contributed  to 
economy,  except  from  a  saving  due  to  the  elimination  of  animal  power,

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so  the  more  common  power  supplied  by  horses  is  here  selected  for  the 
comparison.     The  years  in  contrast  are  1830  and  1896. 

It  is  one  of  the  marvels  of  the  age  that  the  amount  of  human  labor 
now  required  to  produce  a  bushel  of  wheat  from  beginning  to  end  is, 
on  an  average,  only  10  minutes,  whereas  in  1830  the  time  was  3  hours 
and  3  minutes.  During  the  interval  between  these  years  the  cost  of 
the  human  labor  required  to  produce  this  bushel  of  wheat  declined 
from  17f  cents  to  3-J-  cents. 

In  the  contrast  thus  presented  the  heavy,  clumsy  plow  of  the  day 
was  used  in  1830;  the  seed  was  sown  by  hand  and  was  harrowed  into 
the  ground  by  the  drawing  of  bushes  over  it;  the  grain  was  cut  with 
sickles,  hauled  to  a  barn,  and  at  some  time  before  the  following  spring 
was  thrashed  with  nails;  the  winnowing  was  done  with  a  sheet  attached 
to  rods,  on  which  the  grain  was  placed  with  a  shovel  and  then  tossed 
up  and  down  by  two  men  until  the  wind  had  blown  out  the  chaff. 

In  the  latter  year,  on  the  contrary,  the  ground  was  plowed  and  pul- 
verized in  the  same  operation  by  a  disk  plow;  the  seed  was  sown  with  a 
mechanical  seeder  drawn  by  horses;  the  reaping,  thrashing,  and  sack- 
ing of  the  wheat  was  done  with  the  combined  reaper  and  thrasher  drawn 
by  horses,  and  then  the  wheat  was  ready  to  haul  to  the  granary. 

HAYMAKING. 

Hay  is  the  next  selection  for  comparison,  the  years  being  1860  and 
1891.  When  men  mowed  the  grass  with  scythes,  spread  it,  and  turned 
it  over  for  drying  with  pitchforks,  when  they  raked  it  into  windrows 
with  a  hand  rake,  cocked  it  with  a  pitchfork,  and  baled  it  with  a  hand 
press,  the  time  of  human  labor  required  per  ton  was  35i  hours;  but  when 
for  this  method  was  substituted  a  mower,  a  hay  tedder,  and  a  hay  rake  and 
hay  gatherer  and  stacker  drawn  by  horses,  and  a  press  operated  by  a 
horse,  the  time  of  human  labor  was  reduced  to  11  hours  and  3rt  minutes, 
while  the  cost  of  human  labor  from  the  earlier  to  the  later  year  was 
reduced  from  13.06  to  11.29. 

The  more  noticeable  economy  in  haymaking  is  in  the  mowing  and 
curing  of  the  grass.  In  these  two  operations  the  time  of  human  labor 
declined  per  ton  from  11  hours  to  1  hour  and  39  minutes,  while  the 
cost  of  the  human  labor  declined  from  83-g-  cents  to  16i  cents. 

The  comparisons  might  be  extended  to  many  of  the  crops  produced 
by  the  farmer,  with  a  constantly  recurring  illustration  of  the  saving 
of  human  labor  and  of  the  resulting  diminution  of  the  cost  of  produc- 
tion. 

SAVING   IN    THE    COST    OF   PRODUCING    CROPS. 

The  potential  saving  in  the  cost  of  human  labor  on  account  of 
improved  implements,  machines,  and  processes,  at  the  rate  per  bushel 
or  ton,  as  the  case  may  be,  has  been  computed  for  seven  of  the  prin- 
cipal crops  of  1899;  the  comparison  is  between  the  old-time  methods 
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of. production,  in  which  hand  labor  was  assisted  only  by  the  compara- 
tively rude  and  inefficient  implements  of  the  day,  and  the  present  time, 
when  hand  labor  has  not  only  the  assistance  of  highly  efficient  and 
perfected  implements  and  machinery  but  has  been  considerably  dis- 
placed by  them.  The  saving  in  the  cost  of  human  labor  in  cents  per 
unit  of  product  permits  a  very  forcible  statement  of  its  equivalent  in 
money  by  means  of  a  computation  consisting  of  the  multiplication  of 
the  saving  per  unit  into  the  crop  of  1899.  The  result  expresses  the 
potential  labor  saving  in  the  production  of  seven  crops  of  that  year  and 
is  not  an  aggregate  of  the  saving  of  human  labor  in  the  cost  of  produc- 
ing the  crops  for  all  the  years  between  the  earlier  and  the  later  ones, 
during  which  time  this  economizing  and  displacement  of  human  labor 
has  taken  place.  In  the  case  of  the  crop  of  corn,  the  money  measure 
of  the  saving  of  human  labor  required  to  produce  it  in  1899  in  the 
most  available  economic  manner,  as  compared  with  its  production  in 
the  old-time  manner,  was  $523,276,642;  wheat,  $79,194,867;  oats, 
$52,866,200;  rye,  $1,408,950;  barley,  $7,323,480;  white  potatoes, 
$7,366,820;  hay,  $10,034,868. 

The  total  potential  saving  in  the  cost  of  human  labor  for  these  seven 
crops  of  1899,  owing  to  the  possible  utilization  of  the  implements, 
machinery,  and  methods  of  the  present  time,  in  place  of  the  old-time 
manner  of  production,  reaches  the  stupendous  amount  of  $681,471,827 
for  this  one  year. 

The  foregoing  statements  express  as  nearly  as  possible  within  the 
limits  of  this  report  the  important  changes  in  the  development  of 
economic  agriculture  that  have  been  wrought  by  the  inventor,  and  at 
least  a  general  understanding  of  this  is  necessary  before  considering 
the  table  that  is  made  a  part  of  this  report.  It  is  to  the  inventor,  to 
the  manufacturer,  to  the  man  who  improves  materials  and  reduces 
the  cost  of  distribution  of  implements  and  machinery  that  the  farmer 
is  most  indebted  for  the  supremacy  he  has  acquired  in  this  country. 

It  should  not  be  assumed,  however,  from  the  language  used  that  the 
complicated  agricultural  machines  mentioned  in  describing  the  agricul- 
ture of  recent  dates  have  come  into  general  use  throughout  the  coun- 
try, or  that  the  implements  of  the  earlier  agriculture  have  been 
altogether  discarded.  As  a  matter  of  fact  the  2-horse  walking  plow, 
the  hand  corncutter,  the  husking  peg,  and  the  pitchfork  are  still  in 
general  use  in  the  fields;  while,  on  the  other  hand,  the  combined  reaper 
and  thrasher,  the  self-binding  corn  harvester,  and  the  machine  for 
husking  the  corn  and  cutting  up  the  fodder  have  come  into  use  only  to 
a  limited  extent.  Such  machines  are  mainly  adapted  to  use  in  farming 
on  a  large  scale  under  favorable  circumstances. 

STATISTICS  OF  PRICES. 

In  the  table  above  referred  to  no  totals  can  be  presented,  but 
certain  general  conclusions  can,   nevertheless,  be   arrived   at.     It  is 
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conspicuously  the  fact  that  from  1860  to  1895  the  retail  prices  of  agri- 
cultural machinery  and  implements  have  declined  to  an  enormous 
extent,  and  this  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  these  implements  and  machines 
have  in  the  meantime  increased  in  efficiency,  in  durability,  in  worka- 
bility, in  lightness  of  weight,  and  in  strength  of  materials.  There  has 
been  a  progress  from  wood  to  iron  and  from  iron  to  steel,  and  from 
large  patterns  to  small  ones;  and  during  the  same  time  there  has  been 
an  increased  utilization  of  applied  power. 

From  1895  to  1900  it  will  be  noticed  that  in  the  case  of  many  estab- 
lishments there  has  been  an  increase  of  prices.  In  connection  with 
this  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  financial  depression  which 
began  in  May,  1893,  and  continued  until  about  1897,  had  a  disturbing 
effect  upon  manufacturing  industries  and  that,  when  the  business 
revival  began,  a  considerable  increase  in  the  prices  of  materials  used 
in  manufacturing  occurred  and  that  this  lasted  for  a  considerable  length 
of  time.  On  this  account  the  retail  prices  of  agricultural  implements 
and  machines  as  reported  for  the  midsummer  of  1900  show  an  increase 
which  must  be  regarded  as  abnormal.  This  expresses  the  general 
consensus  of  opinion  of  the  manufacturers  of  agricultural  implements 
and  machines  in  this  country,  and  is  a  repetition  of  previous  industrial 
experiences  following  financial  depressions. 

INSTANCES   OF   CHANGES. 

Some  comment  upon  the  table  presented  may  not  be  out  of  place 
and  the  comparisons  will  be  made  between  1880  and  1900  unless  other- 
wise indicated.  It  is  to  be  understood  that  the  comparisons  refer 
to  retail  prices — that  is,  prices  paid  b}r  the  farmers — all  profits  and 
commissions  of  merchants  and  agents  being  included,  unless  some 
qualification  of  this  statement  is  expressed.  It  should  be  borne  in 
mind  that  the  quotations  are  from  individual  returns. 

The  trend  of  the  prices  of  carriages  and  buggies  has  been  downward 
to  a  very  marked  degree,  the  decline  often  being  from  25  to  50  per 
cent.  This  is  a  common  observation  with  regard  to  prices  of  most  of 
the  agricultural  implements  and  machines  that  are  mentioned  in  the 
table.  In  the  case  of  one  manufacturer,  surreys  selling  at  $225  in 
1880  sold  at  $85  in  1900;  top  buggies,  with  a  price  of  $90  in  1860 
and  $60  in  1880,  sold  for  $43  in  1900. 

Two-horse  walking  cultivators  that  sold  for  $20  in  1880  had  the 
price  of  $13  in  1900;  disk  cultivators  that  sold  for  $30  in  1890  had  the 
price  of  $25  in  1900;  spring-tooth  horse  hoes,  worth  $9  in  1880,  were 
worth  only  $6  in  1900. 

The  corn  drills  of  1880  had  the  price  of  $12,  and  in  1890,  $8;  ferti- 
lizer drills  in  1880,  $90,  and  those  of  1900,  $70;  the  grain  drills  of  1860, 
),  and  those  of  1900,  $50.  Harrows  declined  from  $15  in  1880  to 
in  1900;  plain  float  spring-tooth  harrows  from  $20  to  $10;  disk 
harrows  from  $27  to  $18. 
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Six-foot  twine-binder  harvesters  were  sold  to  the  farmer  in  1880  for 
$325,  and  for  $120  in  1900;  and  the  "combined"  harvester  was  sold 
for  $150  in  1860,  as  against  $65  in  1900.  The  price  of  corn  knives 
declined  from  75  cents  in  1860  to  40  cents  in  1900;  of  fanning  mills 
from  $35  to  $15. 

The  decline  in  the  price  of  mowers  has  been  very  marked.  One 
establishment  reports  that  prices  declined  from  $100  in  1860  to  $40  in 
1900;  another  one  that  the  decline  was  from  $160  to  $40  for  the  same 
years,  and  still  another  $120  to  $45.  The  price  of  good  walking  plows 
diminished  very  largely  from  1860  to  1900;  one  establishment  reports 
a  diminution  from  $16.50  to  $4.50;  another  from  $6.50  to  $3;  another 
one  from  $10.50  to  $8.50;  and  in  all  cases  reported  the  diminutions  are 
very  perceptible. 

Sulky  hay  rakes  that  sold  for  $35  in  1860  sold  for  $14  in  1900,  but 
in  another  case  the  price  of  $20  did  not  change  in  the  meantime,  yet  it 
should  be  understood  in  this  instance  that  improvements  in  the  mech- 
anism may  have  been  sufficient  to  maintain  the  price  and  at  the  same 
time  cause  the  latter  rake  to  be  vastly  superior  to  the  former. 

The  farmer  of  1900  was  paying  only  a  minority  fraction  of  the  price 
of  1860  for  his  reaper.  One  company  reports  the  price  for  1860  at 
$150  and  for  1900  at  $60;  another  $125  for  1860  and  $40  for  1900; 
while  still  another  reports  $200  for  1860  and  $60  for  1900. 

Farm  platform  scales  fitly  belong  to  the  long  category  of  the  table 
that  is  presented;  scales  of  one  description  declined  from  $150  in  1860 
to  $50  in  1900.  Then  there  are  scythes,  which  have  dropped  from  $1 
in  1880  to  60  cents  in  1900;  two-horse  seeders  from  $35  in  1880  to  $25 
in  1900;  cream  separators  of  dairy  size  from  $125  in  1880  to  $100  in 
1900. 

Cornshellers  have  shared  in  the  general  decline  of  prices;  one  that 
cost  $10  in  1860  could  have  been  bought  for  $2.40  in  1900;  another  one 
declined  from  $10  to  $6  from  1880  to  1900. 

Bobsleighs  worth  $34  in  1880  sold  for  $26  in  the  manufacture  of 
1900;  spades  lost  25  per  cent  of  their  selling  price  from  1860  to  1900; 
and  hay  tedders  of  the  value  of  $70  in  1880  sold  for  $35  in  1900. 

Generally  speaking,  thrashers  have  not  participated  in  the  general 
decline  of  prices  herein  indicated,  the  reason  being  that  their  construc- 
tion has  become  more  expensive,  the  materials  more  nearly  perfect,  and 
the  effectiveness  of  the  machine  of  a  much  higher  character. 

Farm  wagons  that  cost  $125  in  1860  and  $90  in  1880  cost  $57  in  1900; 
in  the  case  of  another  establishment,  wagons  worth  $100  in  1860  and  $75 
in  1880  were  worth  $55  in  1900;  and  in  still  another  case,  wagons  worth 
$50  in  1860  and  $35  in  1880  had  the  price  of  $22.50  in  1900.  Steel 
windmills  declined  in  price  from  $50  in  1890  to  $25  in  1900;  wooden 
windmills  from  $30  in  1880  to  $25  in  1900. 

With  an  endeavor  to  avoid  being  too  prolix  in  the  analysis  of  this 
table,  it  may  be  sufficient  to  say,  finally,  that  the  price  of  heavy  wire 
fencing  per  mile  in  1890  was  $320  and  in  1900  $176. 
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To  the  preceding  statements,  which  are  extracts  from  the  table  con- 
tained in  this  report,  there  are  man}r  exceptions,  sometimes  of  a  con- 
trary nature;  but  it  is  believed  that  the  general  import  of  the  table 
has  been  expressed  in  the  extracts  that  are  made.  In  offering  this 
table  to  the  public  it  is  proper  to  repeat  that  its  contents  are  of  an 
exceptionally  trustworthy  character,  within  the  limits  of  the  explana- 
tions of  the  preceding  pages. 

Cash  prices  of  agricultural  implements  and  machines  delivered  f.  o.  b.,  including  commis- 
sions and  allowances  to  agents,  but  not  including  discount  for  cash  within  thirty  days,  on 
about  July  1  of  years  mentioned.

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EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  RETURNS  OF  MANUFACTURERS. 

The  returns  sent  to  this  office  by  the  manufacturers  of  agricultural 
implements  and  machinery  contain  many  expressions  of  opinion  with 
regard  to  the  course  of  prices  and  the  reasons  therefor,  and  to  other 
matters  pertaining  to  the  industry.  From  these  returns  extracts  are 
herewith  presented  for  the  purpose  of  throwing  light  upon  the  busi- 
ness from  economic  and  industrial  points  of  view. 

Buggies. — We  are  getting  now  just  about  the  same  prices  that  we 
did  ten  years  ago,  a  trifle  more  than  we  did  five  years  ago,  but  the 
vehicles  are  costing  us  more  than  they  did  in  either  of  the  above  years. 
The  demands  of  the  trade  are  becoming  more  critical,  and  we  have  to 
give  more  for  the  money. 

Buggies. — We  are  building  a  better  buggy  to-da}^  for  $125  than  was 
built  in  1860  for  $250  to  $300,  and  other  vehicles  in  proportion. 

Carriages. — The  1900  average  is  about  15  per  cent  higher  than  in 

1899,  in  consequence  of  the  unprecedented  advance  in  prices  of  steel 
and  iron. 

Carriages. — On  account  of  the  combination  of  brains,  energy,  and 
capital,  steel  manufacturers  have  enabled  us  to  produce  a  better  article 
at  a  less  price  than  at  any  former  period.  We  might  also  add  that 
improved  machinery  has  been  and  is  a  factor  in  producing  the  best 
results.  During  the  fall  of  1899  there  was  an  advance  in  the  price  of 
implements,  owing  to  an  advance  in  all  kinds  of  raw  material,  but  on 
the  fall  in  the  price  of  material,  which  occurred  about  May  or  June  of 

1900,  the  price  of  implements  was  lowered  correspondingly,  so  that 
the  price  named  for  1900  is  the  present  (October  22,  1900)  prevailing 
price,  and,  we  think,  more  correctly  represents  the  situation. 

Cotton  hale  ties. — Wire  bale  ties  were  not  in  use  to  any  extent  in 
1860.  Wooden  hoops  were  chiefly  used  and  some  rope  or  twine,  and 
there  was  no  general  price  list  until  the  introduction  of  wire  ties  or 
bands,  which  were  imported,  and  cost  in  1870  about  3  cents  per  band, 
but  gradually  became  cheaper  until  just  before  the  recent  boom. 

Cotton  gins. — Feeders  and  condensers  Avere  not  generally  used  in 
conjunction  with  cotton  gins  until  about  1880.  These  attachments  are 
nowada}^  almost  universally  used  with  the  gins.  The  gin  now 
improved  is  substantially  the  same  as  the  one  made  in  1880,  although 
there  are  a  few  changes  and  improvements  which  have  suggested 
themselves  from  time  to  time.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  price  of 
the  gin  with  feeder  and  condenser  complete  is  only  a  trifle  different 
from  the  price  of  the  gin  in  1860. 

Fanning  mills. — The  country  now  demands  practical,  ingenious 
machinery  for  cleaning  grain,  as  it  is  mixed  very  badly  with  deleteri- 
ous seeds.  Therefore,  in  order  to  make  machinery  to  cope  with  the 
conditions  which  now  exist,  it  is  necessary  for  it  to  cost  more  money 
than  formerly.     Fanning  mills  are  now  put  upon  the  market  all  the 
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way  from  $8  up.  With  the  improved  machinery  that  I  have  in  my 
factory  I  can,  if  I  so  desire,  manufacture  a  fanning  mill  which  will  be 
cheaper  than  any  fanning  mill  now  upon  the  market;  but  it  would  be 
a  fanning  mill  only  in  name,  and  could  not  cope  with  the  conditions. 
Therefore  it  is  hard  for  me  to  make  you  a  schedule  of  prices.  But  I 
will  say  that  no  fanning  mill  can  be  manufactured,  and  properly  manu- 
factured and  equipped,  for  less  than  $22,  wholesale. 

Implements. — Our  prices  have  remained  the  same,  but  we  have  made 
many  valuable  and  extensive  improvements.  Our  discounts  to  the 
trade  have  been  increased  but  the  retail  price  has  not  changed.  We 
have  also  introduced  smaller  types  of  the  same  machine  that  do  very 
good  work  at  greatly  reduced  cost.  Our  various  grades  of  machines 
sell  for  from  $6  to  $15,  while  previous  to  1895  the  cheapest  machines 
we  made  sold  for  $16.  We  have  thus  placed  our  machines  within 
reach  of  the  masses. 

Implements. — Our  prices  in  1900  are  about  the  same  as  they  were 
in  1895.  The  usual  decline  did  not  take  place,  for  the  reason  that 
materials  used  up  in  1900  goods  were  bought  at  boom  prices,  while 
those  in  1895  were  purchased  at  low  prices.  Our  profit  rests  simply 
on  larger  sales  and  better  facilities  for  manufacturing.  You  will 
notice  a  small-sized  [machine]  which  we  sold  at  $75  cash  in  1880  that 
now  sells  at  $50,  and  a  very  much  better  article.  There  has  been  a 
marked  decline  in  prices  since  1860,  although  in  1860  we  paid  just 
about  one-half  the  wages  we  do  now.  Our  lumber  was  about  one-half. 
Metals  in  1860  were  a  little  higher,  however,  than  in  1900,  except 
scrap  iron,  which  has  about  the  same  price. 

Mowers  and  reapers. — 1900  was  an  exceptional  season,  owing  to  the 
increased  cost  of  material  and  prices,  which  were  about  10  per  cent 
higher  than  in  1899. 

Plows. — The  difficulty  of  ascertaining  the  price  of  plows  is  expressed 
by  a  prominent  plow  company  as  follows:  It  is  utterly  impossible,  on 
account  of  the  great  variety  of  prices  which  we  have  to  make,  to  fill 
out  this  list  for  you  with  any  degree  of  satisfaction,  for  the  reason 
that  our  list  prices  have  changed  constantly.  They  run  up  and  down, 
and  our  discounts  vary  also.  To  make  up  the  statement  would  require 
a  great  deal  of  work,  and  after  it  was  all  finished  would  require 
considerable  figuring  for  anyone  interested  to  find  out  the  desired 
results.  If  we  were  manufacturing  one  thing  it  would  be  different. 
If  our  list  prices  remained  one  season  with  another,  or  discounts  were 
the  same,  it  would  be  easy,  but  our  list  prices  will  probably  vary  up 
or  down  twice  a  year,  and  our  discounts  vary  considerably.  The  size 
of  the  order  controls  the  price.  The  terms  of  payment  control  the 
price  to  a  considerable  degree,  so  it  is  utterly  impossible  for  us  to 
make  this  up  on  our  line  of  goods  in  a  manner  that  will  be  at  all  satis- 
factory. 
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Plows. — There  is  such  a  variety  of  plows,  and  the}7  have  changed  so 
in  the  last  ten  years  that  it  is  very  hard  to  make  a  comparison  which 
is  correct,  and,  as  you  state,  what  was  a  standard  plow  ten  years  ago 
would  be  very  much  out  of  date  to-day.  Discrepancies  as  to  price  are 
quite  largely  due  to  the  invention  of  machinery  or  to  the  very  large 
increase  in  sales  which  enables  any  manufacturer  to  place  goods  at  a 
lower  price,  even  though  material  may  sometimes  cost  more. 

Thrashers  and  traction  engines. — The  small  variation  in  price  is 
caused  by  the  increased  cost  in  material  and  labor,  this  being  caused 
by  the  additional  weight.  Some  of  our  machines  weigh  more  than  50 
per  cent  more  than  in  1888. 

Thrashers. — The  writer  began  business  in  -  — .  Great  improve- 
ments have  been  made  since  that  time.  Not  only  has  the  price  been 
reduced,  but  the  practical  efficiency  of  the  machines  has  been  more 
than  doubled. 

Thrashers. — Cost  of  production,  owing  to  improvements  and  attach- 
ments, has  increased  from  10  to  20  per  cent,  but  the  capacity  of  the 
machinery  has  been  increased  from  two  to  fourfold. 

Wagons. — Wagons  are  now  so  much  improved  since  I860,  and  later 
on  up  to  this  date,  that  if  a  wagon  of  1860  has  been  sold  at  $60,  wagons 
of  the  present  style  and  with  successive  improvements  are  worth  one- 
th'rd  more,  while  they  sell  for  $10  less  at  present.
